Ty He particulars of his preparations not be- 
* ingcertainely knowne,rhere is nocertain 
judgement to be made of them ; I will 
"- thereforeonly take thecaſe, as I ſuppoſe 

* will be granted. - Thar the French King endea= 
yours to make himſelfe ſtrong ar ſca, _ rhatby 
two meanes ,; one encouraging his ſubjes to trade 
at ſea, giving bis Merchants great priviledges, and 
immunities , another of his owne proper coſt, buy- 
ing, and building many grear and good ſhips,and or- 
daining a yearcly brave proportion our of his reve- 
nue, for the increaſing, and maintaining his Navie, 
as ſome ſay zoo. thouſand |.ſterling,others bur zoo. 
thouſand crownes, one or other, are conſiderable, 
and may prove of danger ro this ſtare: For this dif- 
poſition of his a:gucs , that hee intends either to en- 
ter into anew war, wich his Maj ſtie.or a: leaſt,to put 
himſclteinto ſucha — whea he (hal _ 
G 
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fit, hee may doe ſo, wirhout his ciſadvantage, That 
this his Arming at ſea,muſt be intended, in emulation 
of His Majeſties Lordfhip of the narrow Seas,to e- 
quall , ore-top him at lcais probable, For againſt 
whomet:lſe 2 Notagainſt the Hollznders ,th ey are his 
oblequious friends, defiruus of his friendſhip, teare- 
fullof hs difplealure,notagainſt the King of Spain, 
tor hecan more eafily invade him by land, when hee 
will, as Spare canhime: Beſides, the French King 
ſhewes no diſpoſition to enter into open warre with 
him, for having takenon him the protection of Mar- 
t:a, and not well dealt with by him in the laſttrea- 
cy for Ftaly , making a peace in ſhew, and yetaſter 
taking his advantage , renuing the warre in the Em- 
peroursname, yet doth he notienter into open war 
with him, but will only beanaſſiſtant, elſe had irnot 
hHeene more facilefor him to have invaded Flanndery, 
or #tors,and ſoby diverfionaided the Duke of Marn- 
zua,thenby ſending an Army into 7taly inthe wintery 
therefore this preparation of the French King , for 
the ſea,hath his chiefeayme, in preſent, or future at 
His Majeſtie. I ſuppoſe, not to invade Enzland, or ir 
may benone of His MajeſtiesTands, though that is 
more then we can be aſſured of : ſome of his ſhips 
of warre were this winter on His Majefſties coalt, 
went from Harbour to Harbour, doubtleſle to diſ- 
coverthem, and not for any good to His Majeſtic : 
beſides; whocanrell , fince the Iands: of — 
andTerſey , arethe only remainders of the large Do- 
minions, His Majefties Predeceſſors formerly have 
poſſeſſed in France , if hee have not an itching: to 
jOyac them to Franceagaine, orif not them, nor 
SS .. 
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Wight , yet to ſhire the dominion of the narrow 
Seas with His Majeſtic, and that is to take it from 
him, if h: can, to which hitherto hee hath not pre- 
tended , as not being able to match His Majcſiie at 
'Sea,.but if hecontinue theſe His preparations, and 
that His Majeſtie out of hand prepare not allo a- 
gainſt ir, hee will in ſhort time undoubtedly effect 
it, It willbeſaid(it may be) hee hath no good ports 
orhavens? that is ancrroury'it is true, he hathnitſo 
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Bulwarck ; who if the King of. Spaine at any times 
make any great preparations at Sca, will be ever jea- 
lons, iris intended 'gainſt them. and ſoever arme a- 
ainſt him, and be al waies ready to joyne with, and 
to aſſiſt his Majeſtic *gainſt Spaime , which may bee 
doubted, they will not ſo readily doe againſt France, 
with whom they are in league, and not jealous off, 
Beſides the King of Spaine hath not ſo populous a 
Countrey, as hce can eaſily prepare, cither a great 
Fleet, or Land Army, and much [eſſe both, without 
long time, and ſo his Majeſtie may have the more 
warning thereof , Then Spaize is further from Eze- 
land,and ſothe journey is the longer,and from thence 
cannot come many Horſe, which are the forces moſt 
tobe feared in Exgland. Whereas France being fo 
neere us, and ſo full of Souldicrs, bora Horſe and 
Foot, if it once come to be able to equall Zxglandat 
Sea, by ſuddenand quicke preparations, ſtealing op- 
portunitics, he may oretop England at Sea, and then 
tranſport ſuch an Army of Horſe and Foor, as 
we mightjuſtly be afraid of : For old Souldiers both 
Horſeand Foot, France abounds in, and the Frens 
havea verrue proper to them, that nota Gentleman 
thinkes himſelfe any thing, untill he have lcene the 
Warres, learned at leaſt, good and perfeR uſe of his 
Armes, and naturally they are all good Horſemen, 
their Land affords Horſes fit for ſervice, and every 
manalmoſt knows to uſe Piſtoll and Carabin:wher- 
as in England, unleſſe thoſe, which have beene Soul- 
diers,few or none can uſe their Armes, and of thoſe 
which have bin Souldiers,it may be not all, can well 
uſe their Armes;eſpecially the Musquet, which is of 


moſt offence, which our Nationate not naturally ſo 
prompt 
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prompt to learn the uſe of, as the Frexch are; and for 
Horſe, this Kingdom is ſo deficient,as it isa:queſtion, 
whether or not, the whole Kingdome could make 
2000, good Horſe, that mightequall 2000. French, 
To redefſerhele deficiences,Inall humility, I here 
preſert my poore and ſlender advice, under correcti- 

on, end with ſubmiſſion to better judgments, = 
Firſt, and principally I would adviſe that his Ma- 
jeſty wouldarmeat Sca,tor thatis:the ſureſt defence, 
for wecan never be hurt by a forraigne enemy, by 
land ,- till we be firſt beaten. at Sea , and therein 
I cannot give better adviſe, then to doe what the 
French King doth, asto-repaireand increaſe his own 
Royall Navie, which is the greateſt and beſt aſſured | 
ſtrength of England, and to that end, to ſetaparrt 
' ſome certaine large proportion of his revenue, that 
| His Sca-men may have good pay, and well paid; 
and if there be good and ſtrict courſes taken, that 
there be noabulcs in the Muſters, victualling, con- 
ſumption of Ammunition (which without good 
ayment cannot well be executed) His Majeſty will 
bu Gainer thereby, in matter of profit, beſides, 
the reputation and advantage of. his ſervice , and 
itis my opinion, that no Prince nor State , but had 
better give 40 in the hundred, for monies fo pay his 
Militia well, then not to pay well: Thentoencou- 
1age his Merchants, and other ſubjects to trade, and 
in making new plantations, For his land-forces, 
that His Majeſtie would take order, that the num- 
bersof trayned men were increaſed , or rather that 
the whole Kingdome from 18, or 20. to 35.

countries well choſen, t':\at 1ighr reach mentheuſe 
of their Armes , and that there were certaine dayes 
' Tet and appointed} for the ſhewing their Armes, and 
* exercifing them -+ and 'if the Starutes which were 
formerly forſporting in the Long Bow, were revi- 
"ved, orconverted, (with deliberation) for the muſ- 
ket and Caliver , to practiſe by ſhooting at markes 
'on ordinary Holy-daycs, andſuchliketimes, andat 
 ſometimeſo me ſmall prize forthem,that ſhoot nea- 
reſt . , under correcion, I thinke it were much 
for the ſtrength of the Kingdome : Then 'that 
there were good choyſe made of the Muſtermaſters, 
'none to be but ſuch as had borne office in ſomeactu- 
allwarre of reputation, for better there were none, 
-and thetrailowances divided unto ſundry inferiour 
"men, thenfor one'todraw a greatpay, thateither 
-knowes not todoc,ordothnotany thing for it:' and 
'becaviethereis, ormay be ſuchas have borne office

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inthe warres, and yet ditcoatinueſo long, as they 
have forgotten theirtrade, or that the faſhion of the 
warres and exc:ciling bee changed, fince hee was 
laſt a ſouldiour, rhat every Muſtermaſter, ſhall not 
on-ly at his firſt enterance, bee approved by ſuchas 
areableto judge him, to bee fit tor that charge, bur 
to. theend hce may continue ſo, hee bee-injoyned 
ONCe, in 4 Org. yeares, to goe perſonally for the 
Sommer time into {ume actuall warre abroad, if 
' any bee,to retaineand renew his knowledge, That 
the Captaincs. of the Trained bands, bee injayned, 
themſclves to paſſe the Seas, to learne the duties of 
their places,orat leaſt,to keepe of his owne charge, 
one that can diſcharge his place, and if neither to 
quite cheir. commandstoluch, as.will doe the one 
or other, 

By rhis meanes, his Majeſty may have an Army 
of foot ona.{odaine in any part of Erxglandto anſwer 
alk occaſions., without drawing his forces, much 
farre out of. their proper Countries, for anEncmy. 
may.make ſhew.0; landing iaone place, and having 
drawen the greateſt ſtrength of the Kingdome thi= 
ther (windes ;erving tor it) ſodaialy tranſporthime 
ſelfe ro another, betore that Army can by, land 
come there, | 
Now torhorſe, wherein this Kingdome1is, more 
defcRive, then Lthinke is any other, it werea worke 
worthy of his Majcſty, ſeriouſly to takeit into Cone 
{ideration, how to amend it, and though. on a ſo- 
daine, itis not to. bee. hoped to bring the works 
any great pcifcftion, yer a- good foundation. once 
welllayed, in procelicoftme, it may bee cfiected, 
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and for the preſent bee much helped: itis ſo great a 
worke, and my experience being not ſo much thar 
way asin foote, I will nottake upon mee todeliver 
any certaine grounds for it, but will oacly pointat 
ſome wayes, whereby I conceive it may bee refor- 
med: The defects confiſts chicfely in want of fit 
horſes, and fit men to bee horſe-men, which I take 
to bee the greater want of the two, and can but won- | 
der, that ſo great a kingdome ſhould bee ſo deteRive 
inſobrave and noble a ſtrength, wherein our neareſt 
neighbours ſo abound, in ancient times wee were 
not ſo, it may bee one reaſon is, that now our Na- 
tion is more addicted to running and hunting horſes, 
then inthoſe elder times. 

For remedy, under correction, Firſt, that there 
wherecarc taken, that there were a ſtronger breed 
of horſes through the Kingdome; then that his Ma- 
jeſty would beginneat his Court, and there convert 
his bands of Penſioners into a brave troupe of Cx- 
raſſers, there horſes atleaſt ſo ready, as to give and 
change a piſtoll on, ſometimes toexerciſethem, by 
fhooting ata marke on horſeback with their piſtols, 
and alwayes to keepe this band ſo, Toadmicnone 
to thoſe place s, but ſuch as before, were knowento 
bee horſemen, and could uſe piſtoll on horſeback: 
'T hen that the Lords, & others of his Majeſties great 
Officers,and Councell,did follow this cxample,and 
every one to keep {ome great horſes, to have armes, 
and piſtols, and ſome ſuch Servants as were fit to 
bee horſemen, and to'induce other Lords, and Gen- 
tlemen of greateſtates, todoeto like, and incourage 
them thereto; to reſeryeall perſonall honours (cx- 

cept 
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cept experienced ſouldiers that had born. good com- 
mand) forſuch Noblemen, and Gentlemen as did 
i6 this conforme themſclyes to doe his Majeſty and 
Countrey ſervice, whereby thoſe, which never in- 
tended t@ make the warres their trade , might bee 
brought ſofarre as to becnabled rodoe ſomething 
for the defence of their King and Countrey:-itthe 
Noblemenand Gentlemen would take this to hearr, 
as they have done, running of- races forbels (which 
I could wiſh, were converted to ſhootingat a marke 
with piſtols on 'hojxſeback! for the: ſame bell, ) they 
would bee ſufficient for Curaſhers,, Now for other 
kinds of horſe, I would that the Trained bands were 
increaſed, and all retarmed. ta! Harquebuſiers, but 
whether. their Pecces.,to- bee |with: Fite-locksi ar 
Snaphaunces, is queſtionable; the Fire-lock is more 
certaine: for giving fire, the other more facile for 
wc. For the preſet my opinion is, atifirſt, it were 
beſt to-take yp, the-;Snaphaunce, untill Piſtols-be 
more frequent, which being more difficult to uſe, 
arc fitteſtas before for Gentlemen to begin firit-to 
bring-into uſe: When they have once brought then 
to-beordinary, it will be more facile tobring theng 
into uſe.amongſt the inferiour.ſorty and for the pre- 
ſcat, this Kingdomehath not (exceptin Loxden, and 
irmay.bce ſame few; Townes beftdes) Axtificers, 
that can make br amend fire-locks: Then, I would 
havea Muſter-maſter a part,for the horſe, as wellas 
for the foote,, well chooſen, forme: old Horicanad 
out of the Tow-cauntries, Far that it.is ſcarce poſlible 
to find.men.thar are. fic-and able for both horſe and 
Foote: The Kingdome thus anued and expanſe 
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att Enemy cannot land in any part of it;but {without 
unfurnithing. the other. parcs, ) there will bee a 
competent Aray- preſently. found ro make reſt-

!rchay bee ſaid, theſe Adviſes will bee found not 
practiquable, or very difficul:ly, ſo are all great 
workcsar firſt; bur * conceive, if his Vajeſty would 
take itro hearr, and give incouragernefits of honour 
and preterrements, to ſuch as conforme themſelves 
to his pleaſure b=rein, and make this the-way of ad- 
wanccinenr,' it would not bee Jifficulr, but if with- 
out this way honour and advaticement may bee had; 
wellmay many thinke, why ſhould they take ſuch 
Pains;or beat fuch tharge,forthar which may more 
ealilybce bad > And heteT'cannot bur blame our 
Nation in the-geherall, (for I beleeve, rhe moſt 
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mand-of which places I would have givea'ts none; 
burexperienced fouldicrs, and ſuch, asare-found'in 
Religion, and had borne. commands in the wartcs 
For many. yeares; and they to relide- in' then «not 
unto Noblemen, or Gentlemen of pgreat' eſtates, 
which ſ{eldome, or never, come at them; and much 
leſſe to meaner men that are no ſouldiers: for main- 
tenance whereof the charge once arreſted, to rc 
partite them on ſome revenue ncereadjoyning, and 
being well paid, to have ſtri& overſight had, that 
there bee alwayes ſuch, and ſo many able Gunners 
and Souldiers preſent inthem, as his Majcſty payes, 
on all occaſions to bee uſed, if lefle will ſerve, 
then why ſhould his Majelty bee charged to pay 
more. 

To conclude, if his Majeſty would reſerve the 
places properly velonging to the warres, (whereof 
hee hath the tewelſt of any great Prince of Chri- 
ſtendome; ) as, the Governments ofhis Ilands, the 
keeping of the Forts, and Caſtles, and places of 
command in Zeeland, onely for fouldiers, and 
worthy ſouldiers, and men ſound in Religion. 
It would bee a great incouragement to his Sub- 
zecs to follow the warres, to inable themſelves 
ro doc him ſervice, though to their coſt and 
charge, when they have to hope, that thoughthey 
ſervea ſtrange Prince, or State to their noadvan-

ever hinderany good Workethatrtended to the ad- 
vancement of the Goſpell of Chriſt, if ir did not 
Comply with their ambitions. But of them I will 
fay-no more, (you have ſaid ſomuch, and fo we!.} 
But for this Piousworke I dare be bound to lay, if 
ithad continued,and not bcene ſuppreſt , by their 
meanes, That by this time moſt of the Impropriati- 
ons of this Kingdome had beene brought in, and laid 
unto the Church againe. A worke fit for ſuch an 
Age as this, that hath enjoyed the Goſpell ſo long, 
to have propagated it to the darke corners of this 
Kingdome, andthis to beefte&edand done, not by a 
forced and ſtrained exacion, but by a freeand wil- 
| ling contribution of ſuch as underſtand the nature. 
of it, and ſaw the preſent good fruits and <ffet of 
it, which addemuch to the glory of it, The Con- 
tfibutions at firſt wete very incouraging, and ſome; 
underwrit yearely good ſummes, others to every im- 
propriation we brought certaine ſummes ; but to- 
wards the time of our unhappy diſſolution the con-. 
tribution grew much greater; for, not a wecke be- 
fore we were ſuppreſt, a Lady, yet living, ſent us 
word, ſhee wa give athouſand pounds preſent! 
to the furtherance of the Worke, and many witls 
have fince beenealtercd that weheard off, that gave 
brave proportionstoit. I never heard of, norcan yet 
ſce any ſuch way to ſpread the Goſpell to the remote 
and blind corners of this Kingdome, neither can we, 
; forought Lknow, everhope to {ce Popery _ 
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till a godly painfull Miniſtry be eſtabliſhed, and that 
will never be, till competent meanes bee provided: 
both theſe had been effeRed, and the effects in time, 
would have manifeſted what I have ſaid, and the 
benefit thereof wonld not onely have extended to 
the Church, butalſo to the Common-wealth ; for 
wherea good Miniſtery is placed in a Towne, there 
idlenefle will be aboliſhed, the poore and impotenr 
children, and vagrant ſet on worke, and His Majeſty 
have gained true and loyall Subjects, ſuchas he may 
repoſe himſelfe 1a their loves and fidelities. Its the 

lory of our Religion, it was never ſtained with 
thoſehell:ſh Plots, Maſſacres, and Treacheries againſt 
their Soveraigne; and if ever Popery bee put downe 
to purpoſe, ir muit be by the meancs of eſtabliſhment 
of a powerfull Miniſtry , thenſhall we ſee Satan fall 
downelike Lightning, It muſt be the breath of the 
Lord that muſt abolith the man of Sinne, Ideny not 
but good Lawes doe well, but what through favour, 
conniving, and wanrof : xccution, wedayly ſce they 
have not ſuch good cffeR, as were to be wiſhed : that 
I amconfident, it muſt Þ<the poweitull conſciona- 
ble Preaching Miniſtcry of the Goſpell, that muſt 
eſpecially efteir, and to prucure that, nothing wil 
more conduce, thena tuil,iree, anc plentifull provi- 
{ton for the Diſpencers of it, ard not for ſuch as doe 
leaſt to have moſt, The Lorl in mercy direc you, 
bleſſe and proſyer your procecdings,and inhis good 
time, give us tocnjoy the nappy fruits and effects of 
your great, long, and unwearied Paines, 
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
